His Conservative caution will act as a 
check upon Mr. Lloyd George's im- 
petuosity, and his traditional adherence 
to the principles of his father will keep 
the centre of gravity of the Coalition well 
away from the Left. Like Mr. Bonar Law, 
Mr. Chamberlain knows the Premier's 
opinions thoroughly and, without sacri- 
fice of principle, wil] be able to accom- 
modate his own views to them for the 
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nation’s good. ‘ There are moments,’’ he 
said. in his speech at the Carlton Club 
yesterday,.‘‘ when insistence upon party Is 
as unforgiveable as insistence upon per- 
sonal, things, when the difficulties which 
the nation has to confront call for a wider 
outlook and a Utroader vision than any 
that can be found within the limits of a 
single party. 

Mr, Chamberlain's words put the case 
- for the Coalition in a nutshell. For the 
last two years critics have been reviling 
the Government. Extreme Liberals have 
heen crying out for a return to Gladstonian 
principles. Extreme Unionists have been 
demanding a revival of the teachings of 
Lord Salisbury, and Labour has been 
advocating a leap into ‘the darkness of 
Marxian idealism. No one, however, has

An Irish Census. 


In August of last year -Parliament 
decided that the decennial census of Ire- 
land should be taken on Sunday, the 24th 
April, 1921. Doubts were expressed con- 
cerning the possibility of a census under 
present conditions in Ireland, but the 
Irish Government did not share them. It 
argued that “all would be right on the 
night,” since the various parties and 
creeds would be anxious to demonstrate 
their political strength. At the time we 
expressed our disagreement with this 
optimism. The state of Ireland did not 
improve, but the: Government appointed 
three Census Commissioners, and went 
ahead with its arrangements, which, pre- 
sumably, are now complete: To-day the 
Official assurance that Sinn Fein would 
concur in the proposed enumeration of. the 
people is falsified. Dail Eireann announces 
that it has authorised its “ Minister. of 
Home Affairs” to “forbid’’ the census. 
Of course, this is a foolish decree, for up- 
to-date statistics would bo just as valuable 
to a Republican as to any other Govern- 
ment in Ireland... Of course, also, the 
Government, if it insists, can take a sort 
of census in spite of Sinn Fein; but would 
the game Le worth the candle? Such a 
census could not be complete. Probably 
some of the enumerators would be exposed 
to grave personal risk. The difficulties of 
their task in Cork and Kerry leap to the 
eye ; the military authorities would be re- 
quired to divert to their protection the 
services Of large forces of police and 
soldiers. We feel strongly that the 
census ought to be deferred ‘till a more 
peaceful time, and the worried taxpayer 
will welcome the saving of the £90,000 
which the House of Commons has voted 
for it.

He is 
generally a meek-looking young curate, a 
worker in the slums of a great city, prac- 
tised in turning his cheek to the smiter— 
until the day when'he catches a huge coal- 
heaver in the act of beating a woman. 
Then he takes off his coat, an epic contest 
ensues, and the ambulance removes the 
coal-heaver at the end of the tenth round. 
At another time the - fighting parson 
rescues the Duke’s daughter from the 
crude attentions of the expert, but un- 
worthy, amateur heavy-weight champion of 
England. The charm of these stories for 
us always lay in the supposed subsequent 
remorse of the ecclesiastic. We assumed 
that, shocked by his spontaneous outburst 
of passion, he retired to solitude and 
mortified his unruly flesh with various 
penances. It seems, however, that 
these things do not happen. When the 
athletic clergyman “knocks out”’ a bully 


the contrary, he is pleased to have given 
a good account of himself. Once again 
fact has refuted fiction, and, in spite of 
our lost illusion, we must add that in this 
case we prefer fact.

Troublous times are coming upon tne 
Coalition, which cannot exist for ever on 
the memories of the war. If it is to settle 
down into something less fluid and more 
permanent, it is absolutely sir” snas á that 
those who guide its fortunes should have 
a clear grasp of principles and the courage 
to stick to them in adverse circumstances. 
In neither respect is Mr. Chamberiain 
likely to fail. 

He had a great reception both at the 
Carlton Club and later at the House of 
Commons, where the Coalitionists, at his 
entry, cheered and waved their order 
papers. Several of his Liberal colleagues 
in the Government seized the opportunity 
to offer their congratulations. 

Mr. Chamberlain has definitely decided 
to resign the Chancellorship of the Ex- 
chequer, and will not even bring in the 
next Budget. He will presumably succeed 
Mr. Bonar Law as Lord Privy Seal. 
Nothing is vet decided as to who will get 
the Chancellorship, and the matter may 
not be decided until towards the close of 
the Easter recess. ere is no truth in 
the report that the Prime Minister had 
recalled Mr. Churchill from Egypt, which 
appeared in a daily paper this morni#g, 
and fluttered the volitical dovecotes a 
little until it was officially contradicted. 

It is expected that Mr. Chamberlain, 
who, as leader of the House of Commons, 
must obviously be in the closest touch 
with the Prime Minister, will occupy 11 
Downing street, where Mr. Bonar Law has 
been living for some time. Mrs. Austen 
Chamberlain, who is a great hostess, will 
probably play a distingwished part in the 
work to be done by ‘her husband in con- 
solidating the Unionist Party and ensaring 
the smooth working of the Coalition. 

It is reported that Mr. Bonar Law, 
before he left London, wrote a very warm 
letter of encouragement to the Prime 
Minister, and he also left a portrait of 
himself for acceptance by Mr. Lloyd 
George. This is affectionately inscribed, 
and im future it will hang in the Prime 
Minister's business room, next to the 
Council room, in memory of long associa- 
tion and strenuous days. 

Possibly the Prime Minister may make 
an interesting speech on Wednesday at 
the luncheon to be given to him hy the 
new members of the Coalition at the House 
of Commons. The lunch is to take place

every branch of co-operative activity. In moss 
cases the increases have not been very marked, 
but in ome it hee been exceptional; the agricul- 
tural societies, now more often and more ac- 
curately designated the “general purposes 
societies, have added 71 to their number 
creased their total membership by 15,514, and 
added to ther trade by £284,181. The ; 
standing facts revealed by the statistics are the 
increase in volume, both of trade and member- 
ship, in the creamery societies, miscellaneous 
societies, and, above all, general purposes 
societies. An addition of 17,885 to the total 
membership and of £2,070,915 to the aggregate 
turnover reveals progress on which the move- 
ments has some reason to congratulate itself.

He was not elected leader of the party as a 
whole. Indeed, Captain Pretyman, who pro- 
posed his election, suggested that '' great leaders 
of parties are not elected, they are evolved.” 
Mr. Chamberlain was, therefore, ed to an 
opportunity of evoivi into a great party 
leader. The process of evolution will be: in- 
teresting. As Captain Pretyman further ex- 
plained, cleverness by itself is not a virtue. 
“The worst man in the world," he declared, 
‘ic a clever rogue, and, therefore, cleverness b 
itself is nothing. “The Conservatives, he added, 
want the other combination, “character plus 
ability,” and in Mr. Austen Chamberlain he 
helieved they had these qualities combined, It 
was incumbent upon them to stand by 
their _—— principles and to shed __ their 
pt ejudices. As a Liberal-U nionist ‘date i 
Austen Chamberlain had certainly. not been 
born with Conservative prejudices, but he had 
absorbed Conservative principles, and would 
gssuredly give effect to them and be an excel- 
lent Leader in that regard. We confess our 
inability to understand the exact meaning of 
Captain Pretyman’s reference to Conservative 
prejudices and Conservative principles, and we 
cannot imagine that among so eminently respect- 
able a body of men as the adherents of the Con- 
scrvative Party im the House of Commons there 
should be any real necessity to utter a warning 
gainst the élection of “clever rogues” to 
leadership. But we heartily agree that Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain possesses character, 
together with an experienced sbility, that en- 
tities bum to the responsible position now con- 
rred upon him. Unless the feeling of the 
country has undergone a total change 
' last few years, it will prefer men 
of character to men who ere merely—albeit 
exceedingly—clever, and we should be by no 
means surprised were Mr. Chamberlam to 
develop qualities of leadership that will justify 
the choice made yesterday at the Carlton Club. 
Nevertheless, proceeds T'Áe T'imes, the election 
of Mr. Chamberlain has the defect of leaving 
undefined the position of the Prime Minister in 
regard to the House of Commons. He is in 
reality a sort of President of the Coalition, 
whose tenure of. office seems, in present cir- 
cumstances, to depend upon the duration of the 
Coalition itself, Under the leadership of Mr. 
Bonar Law, the Conservative Party was his 
servant. There is at least a Ditity that 
henceforth it may regard ittelf as hie task. 
master. Mr. Chamberlam, it is true, was careful 
to insist Im his speech of acceptance upon the 
need for a continuance of the Coalition, 
though he prudently abstained from any 
aitempt to “forecast the future of our party ”’ 
or even “of the Coalition.”” But he urged that 
there are moments when insistence upon party 
is as unpardonable as insistence upon personal 
things. e have no doubt of his entire good 
faith in this «matter, or of the sincerity with 
which he will: work to preserve unity both 
within the Conservative Party and in the 
Coalition ranks. We doubt only whether events 
may not be too strong for him, and whether 
the tendency of political thought towards 
greater clearness may not force upon him, and 
upon the Prime Minister, decisions which both 
< them are, for the moment, reluctant to 

take, . 


THE STAR CHAMBER BILL, 
The Timea in @ leading article today ob- 
gerves :—It is fortunate that the tide of pro- 
cedure in the House of Lords has brought about 
a postponement of its delibenationg on the 
‘Tribunals of Inquiry (Evidence) Bill. The Upper 
Chamber is a place where the political oppor- 
tunism of the House of Commons can be dis- 
counted at its proper value. It is a place 
where—to use the words of the biill—* a definite 
matter of urgent public importance ’’® often 
dwindles under discussion until it becomes a 
defimte matter of party exigency and nothing 
more. It is a place, we hope, where the free 
Constitution ot England will be protected 
sgainst the things which are done spuriously in 
the name of demecracy. The House of Lords 
is lett to give its decision on a legislative 
measure which, in the narrow compass of two 
sections, with fifty lines of type, purports to 
subvert a part of the English charters of 
individual liberty. We have called it a Star 
Chamber Bill, and we are convinced that the 
appellation.is in no way an exaggeration. What 
the Stuarts claimed, and ha SS the pugnacity 
of robust Englishmen they had to relinguish,-is 
now the demand of the House of Commons, and 
through it. of the Executive. The Star Chamber 
was designed to interfere with the due course 
of the law. . This is what the new bill does. It 
creates tribunals with all the “ powers, rights, 
and - privileges" which are now vested in the 
High Court.. Under the régime of the Star 
Chamber «the King whoped long to use. 
“andefinite jurisdiction to punish politi- 
cal offences. For: a seventeenth century 
monarch the new bill substitutes a twentieth 
century Roya] Commission or Secretary of State 
appointed by a resolution of either House of 
Parliament. A “ definite matter of urgent pub- 
lic importance ” in the normal course of party 
atrife would generally mean the allegation of 
an offence which was susceptible of possessing 
a political character. The man who is charged, 
we may assume, with embarrassing the Ad- 
ministration may have his case iried in a 
mysterious chamber, the doors of which are 
bolted im hie face. So it was with the Star 
Chamber. The attitude of the Government 
during the debates on the bill has been that 
of persons who protest their good intentions, 
and swear that they will never demand their 
pound of flesh under the covenants of the 
deed, adds The T'smes. We trust that the 
public will not rely on unwritten intentions. 
In the system of administering the law which 
thie bill is calculated to subvert the judges 
infer the intentions of the Legislature from the 
language of the Statutes. They would be ren- 
dered helpless by a measure which, we say 
again, would close the Couris in many respecte, 
snd “would deprive ‘subjects of their valued 
right to seek an eeuitable adjustment of their 
diffculties.in public, with the established 
privé of appeal to the higher Courts. The 
et ion of secret pera pr sr “mg 
ute ers as are m this bill is alien 
io ie .aeaiie of the English people, and we 
are convineed that they would be grateful to 
the House of Lords were it firmly to condemn 
an attempt to introduce justice by Executive 
séanee. 


CONTEMPT OF PARLIAMENT. 
Lord Islington, in the course of a lengthy 
letter to The Times to-day, wriles:—Readers 
of the debate which ensued from a question 
that I asked in the House of Lords on Mon- 
day, March 14th, regarding the procedure that 
was to control the establishment of mandates, 
may not have realised that. we are face to face 
with a constitutional principle of the first 
importance. In the course of the debate Lord 
Bryce made the point that by the exercise of 
these mandates we may be drawn into com- 
plications with other Governments. For in- 
stance, America hes already raised criticisme in 
regard to the provisions that are beng made 
in respect of oil products, and motives are 
attributed to this country, though probably 
qiite unjustly. In pursuance of the objects 
of these mandates, moreover, millions of 
pounds have already been spent. and the re- 
cently. published Estimates threaten us with a 
liability of a further twenty-eight and a half 
millions in the coming year in the discharge 
of obligations im by them. ‘On these 
two grounds alone it would seem to be impera-

SYMPATHY WITH MR. BONAR 


LAW. 


A vote of sympathy with Mr. Bonar_Law and 
of extreme regret at his resignation, and ac- 
knowledging the great services which. he had 
rendered to the country, was passed, on the 
motion of Colonel Mildmay, seconded ‘by Mr. 
Evelyn Cecil. 

THE ELECTION. 


Colonel Pretyman then proposed the election 
of Mr. Austen Chamberlain. This was seconded 
by Sir E. Coates, and was carried with unani- 
mity and acclamation. It was in the following 
terms :— . 

“That this meeting extends a hearty invite- 
tion to the Right Hon. Austen Chafnberlain to 
assume the leadership of the Unionist Party in 
the House of Commons, and, in the event of his 
acceptance, it desires to assure him of its loyal 
support in maintaining the high traditions of 
the party in the best interests of the nation as 
a whole.” 

Mr. Chamberlain, who had not been present 
at the first part of the meeting, was called in 
and acquainted with the decision which had 
been reached. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN. 


On rising to address the Unionist meeting at 
the Carlton Club, after his election to the 
leadership of the Unionist Party in the House 
of Commons, Mr. Austen Chamberlain was re- 
ceived with loud cheers. He expressed his 
thanks for the great honour they had done him, 
and mentioned that by an odd coincidence that 
day was the twenty-eighth anniversary of the 
day on which he first issued his address as a 
candidate to the constituency which introduced 
him. To Parliament. He said that. he accepted 
the responsibility which their choice imposed, not 
lightly, but with a grave sense of alk that it 
implied. No man could follow in the footsteps 
of his predecessor without a full sense of the 
difficulties of his task. To succeed a trusted 
leader was never easy. To succeed one who had 
won not only the confidence, but the affection, 
of the whole House of Commons was 
a task. of peculiar difficulty. After paying a 
tribute fo Mr. Bonar Law’s eminent services to 
Party and State, Mr. Chamberlain said that 
when, two years ago, he succeeded him as Chan- 
cellor of ithe Exchequer, Mr. Bonar Law said 
to him—“ You will have to face greater difficul- 
ties in that office than have fallen to my lot,” 
and, he added, it was in véry much the same 
words that he took leave of me yesterday. 
Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain said that he was 
encouraged to face his task, firet and foremost, 
by the sympathy and support of his colleagues 
in the Government. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer was not likely, in times like these, to 
be a popular person in any gathering of his 
countrymen, but if there was one circle to 
which he must be more irritating than to any 
other, it must be his colleagues in the Cabinet, 
and he was giad to have the opportunity of 
acknowledging the great help and loyal assistance 
he had had from all his colleagues in the work 
which he had had to do. For the work of the 
future, he needed that support, and he knew he 
should have it. 

THE GAP AND THE UNCERTAINTY. 

No such great figure as Mr. Bonar Law can 
pass, even temporarily, from the Parliamentary 
stage, without leaving a great gap in the field, 
and a large measure ol uncertainty in the 
minds of men, Mr. Chamberlain proceeded. 
Mr. Bonar Law had won the confidence and sup- 
port. of the whole party before he was called 
upon to take office. He was one of the joint 
authors of the Coalition. By his intimate aeso- 
ciation with Mr. Lloyd George, by his great in- 
fluence with him, he filled the place into which 
no other man can step. These are obvious 
truths which pass through the minds of men, 
and lead to wonderings as to what the future 
holds for them. Wise men may sometimes take 
a lesson from their opponents. I am hot going, 
here and now, to attempt to forecart the future 
of our party, or even of the Coalition, but there 
are moments when insistence upon party is as 
unfergivable as insistence upon personal things, 
when the difficulties which the nation has to 
confront call for a wider outlook and a broader 
union than any that can be found even within 
the limits of a single party, and when the tra- 
ditions of more than one party, the ideas of 
more than one party need to be put into the 
common stock, eo that the covntry may be 
safely piloted through hours of crisia and of 
danger. Wise men may sometimes ‘earn from 
their opponents. I observe, and it is natural 
that the change brought about by Mr. Bonar 
Law's illness ingpires new hopes in the sorely- 
tried remnant of the Liberal Party, who, unable 
to win a seat for themselves; have to find their 
consolation in defeating somebody else. They 
think that our loss may be their gain. Let us 
see that it is not. 

MURMURS AND CRITICISMS. 

Going on to refer to “the little murmurs, 
the smal! criticisms,” which made Mr. Bonar 
Law's task more difficult, but which did not 
matter very much so long as they had his gteat 
influence and sure guidance to led them 
through, Mr. Chamberlain said that they would 
matter immensely now. If he felt that he 
could undertake the charge entrusted to him, it 
was in, the assurance that in the difficult days 
that ley ahead he would have, not merely their 
general support, but their generous  forbear- 
ance in any mistakes he might make, and that 
they themselves, as members of aigreat party, 
would remember that they were a unity, that 
they, too, must stand together, not mofely in 
support of their leaders, but in support of cne 
another, . The load which they had to carry 
could only be carried successfully if they 
all worked for the common purpose. Tt was in 
the confidence that they would not have shosen 
him uniess they were prepared to give him that 
full ‘measure of forbearance and support for 
which he had asked, and that they would not 
have come to their decision with the unanimity 
that had prevailed that day, unless they were 
deeply conscious that that unanimity was essen- 
tial, alike to their party and to their country, 
that he accepted the obligation they had im- 

upon him. lite

The following communiqué was issued 
from General Headquarters, Dublin, last 
night ;— 

As a train containing one officer and 
twenty-nine other ranks of the Ist 
Royal Fusiliers and a number of 
civilian passengers was nearing Head- 
ford Junction, Co. Kerry, it was 
heavily fired into from both sides of 
a cutting. 

The troops detrained and engaged the 
attackers, sustaining heavy casualties 
while doing so. 

The survivors held off the ambushers for 
fifty minutes, when “they were rein- 
forced by the arrival of another train, 
which also contained a party of the 
1st Royal Fusiliers, and the combined 
parties drove the rebels off. 

No arms or equipment were lost by the 
troops. . 

The casualties were :— 

One officer and six other ranks killed, 
Twelve other ranks wounded, 

One civilian passenger killed, 

Two civilian passengers wounded, 

It is believed that a number of casualties 
were inflicted on the ambushers, and 
the dead body of one of them was found 
by the troops, 


A FIERCE BATTLE, 

A telegram from Killarney received as a late 
hour last night describes the battle as one of | 
the fiercest that has yet taken phice between 
Crown forces and rebels in the South ef 
Ireland. 

A train, in which a party of» tróops, in 
charge of an officer, were travelling, in addition 
to ordinary civilian passengers, reached Head- 
ford Junction about 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. | 

The troops were detrained here, and as they 
were op the platform a murderous fire was 
opened upon them from different diections. 

Im the first fusillade several soldiers fall, but 
the others, hurriedly taking cover, returned 
the fire of the attackers. 

For about. an hour the firing continued, and 
further casualties were sustained by .the eol- 
diers. 

Several of the attacking party, which is esti- 
mated to have been very strong in numbers, 
were also seen to fall. 

Neither side appeared to have gained any 
advantage, and although the soldiers were 
greatly outmumbered, and some were dead or 
wounded, they held on to their positions, and 
kept the foe at bay. 

Assistance arrived in about an hour from the 
opening of the attack, when a train from 
Mallow, fh which other troops were travelling, 
reached the station. 

These sdldiers joined their comrades, 
proved the deciding facter in the struggle. 

Though still outnumbered, they drove the at- 
tackers off, but not before eight of the soldiers 
had been killed and many more wounded. 

Some civilians, who were travelling by the first 
train, were also hit. One mun was killed out- 
right, and another has since died. 

When the attackers withdrew the military 
searched the scene of the battle and found many 
evidences of casualties among the rebels. 

The dead bodies of two of the attackérs’ were 
found, and from the numerous bloodstains it 
was apparent that many more had been hit. 

It is believed that several of. the attacking) 
party were killed, buí that their comrades guc- 
ceeded in carrying away the bodies. 

First aid was rendered to the wounded goldiers 
and civilians who were in the train. and they 
were then taken to Killarney, where they are in 
hospital. 

After the attack a quantity of arms and 
ammunition abandoned by the rebels was taken 
by the military.

CONSTABLE KILLED AT 
FALCARRAGH. 


According to an official, report Constable 
James M'Kenna wag shot dead from an empty 
house on Bunday night by armed and masked 
men within fifty yards of bis barrack at Fal- 
carragh, County Donegal. He was a native of 
Ennybegs, County Longford. 

Our Derry Correspondent telegraphs “Details 
of the murder of Constable James McKenna 
show that about ten o'clock .on Sunday night 
he was walking up atid down in front of Fal-. 
carragh Police Barracks when a eingle shot was 
fired at him from a disused house. - The police 
in the barracks on hearing the shot rushed to 
the scene, and. fired upon a party of civilians 
who were seen escaping, but the result of the 
fire is unknown. The police then removed their 
dying comrade to the barracks, where it was 
discovered -4hat, be was wounded in the chin, 
where the bullet lodged. He died in twenty 
minutes. He was an unmarried man of 
years of age, and had five years’ service, He 
was a native of Longford, and had been only 
eight months in Falcarragh.

WOUNDED. 


Two constables on duty at Greenore were, 
an official report says, ambushed shortly before 
10 on Sunday night, and Constable Hay was 
seriously “wounded. The other constable escaped 
uninjured, but a man named Slattery, who was 
with the constables, was dangercusly wounded. 

Telegraphing yesterday our Dundalk Corre- 
spondent says that Constables Hay and Flana- 
gan were returning to their barracks at Gree- 
nore, after a walk, when they were ambushed 
from behind a plantation near the golf links. 
Constable Hay received five bullets, and fell 
seriously wounded. Constable Flanagan was 
uninjured. A young man named Slattery, son 
of the pier superintendent at Kingstown, “who 
is stated to have been in company with the 
policemen, was also badly injured. He received 
several bullet, woiunds, Constable Hay was re- 
moved to the Newry Hospital, and Mr. Slattery 
was taken to Dublin after having been attended 
by Dr. Finegan, Carlingford. Grown forces have 
been drafted into the district, which has hitherto 
been very peaceful.

TAKING OF THE PLEBISCITE.

GERMANS CLAIM A 
MAJORITY. 
Reuter's is informed that an 
telegram received in London from Dr. 
German Foreign M , dated Berlin, 
that the result of the plebisci 
Silesia shows a complete German victory. 
According to returns to hand, 715,700 votes were 
iven for Germany, as comparéd with 460,700 
or Poland. The districts of Pless, Rybnik, and 
Tarnowitz show Polish majorities. In the dis- 
trict of Gross Strelitz the voting ie about even. 
All the towns, especially the industrial centres, 
show an overwhelming majority of German 
votes. There are only Polish majorities in the 
rural districts, especially in parts whither, con- 
trary to the urgent desire of the German Go- 
vernment, troops were not sent in time for t 
rotection of. the German population, sorely tr 
a the Polish. 


* QUALIFIED REJOICING. 

A tel sent from Berlin a 
Monday evening says:—The jubilation 
manifested itself here when the first figures of 
the plebiscite results in Upper Silesia became 
known, has given piace to a crowing feeling of 
disappointment on the  pnblication the 
further results, showing that the Germaa 
majority is uot so large as had been expected. 
The Lokalanzeiger writes ;—So far as the pro- 
portion of the total votes given for Germany Is 
concerned, the results of the plebiscite have | 
evoked general satisfaction. One fact, however, 
that regions which are of the very greatest im- 
portance for German industry are ia part in. 
og danger, and in part appear io be already 

, must have a very depressing effect. The 
Bourse today took account of this situation by 
considerably marking down quotations, The 
higher value of the Polish mark, which tem- 

rily rose to-day to one hundred Polish 
or nine and a-half German marks, as compared 
with only seven German marks paid last week, 
was not disconnected therewith. 

Vorwdrts saye:—We cannot too earnest 
warn the people against exaggerations, and tal 
about a brilliant, overwhelming German 
victory. It would be a mistake already to lull 
ourselves to slumber with chants of triumph, 
for under the Peace Treaty the Entente can, 
and bably will, make an attempt to revise 
the Upper Silesian frontiers, taking into con- 
sideration the  voti by communes 
economic relations. ‘T are very elastic con- 
ceptions. It must, however, at once be very 
clearly stated that Upper Silesia is, and must 
remain, one economic region. 

The Vossische Zeitu remarks ee 
to the text of the Peace Treaty, the Inter-Alli 
Commission has to present its report on the 
fixing of the frontier line, taking into considera- 
tion thereby both the wishes expressed 
by the inhabitants, and the geographical and 
economic position of the various localities. A 
glance at the map shows it to be quite impoe- 
sible to cut out places with a Polish majority, | 
that are bound by the closest ties to the 
plebiscite region. The os and 
economic position manifested makes it essential 
that Upper Silesia sball remain a part of 
Germany. 

Writing in the Berliner Tagebdlatt, Herr 
Theodore Wolf says:—Everyone in Germany 
now knows that our victory does not yet guar- 
antee an undisturbed, untroubled retention of 
our present frontier, and sees clearly the dangers 
that still threaten yesterday's result. 

President Ebert hag sent a telegram to the 
German répresentative in Upper Silesia, in 
which he expresses joy and eatisfaction at the 
result of the plebiscite, XA: that even if, 
according to reports so far to hand, success in 
one or two districts haa been prejudiced by 
resort to unjust and violent methods, it remains 
an indisputable fact that the overwhelming 
majority of the Upper Silesian people have 
decided in favour of Germany.

JUDGMENT RESERVED. 


The trial by Field Genera¥ Courtmartial at 
the City Hall, Dublin. conchided yesterday of 
Patrick Maher and Edmund Foley, both of the 
neighbourhood of Knocklong, Co. Limerick, on 
a charge of murdering Sergeant Wallacé, R.1.C., 
on 13th . May, i919, at Knocklong railway 
station. There was an alternative charge of 
manslaughter. Messrs. Lynch, K.C., Best. K.C., 
and O'Connor (instructed by Mr. J. J. Power) 
represented the accused. 

Mr. Best, K.C.. addressing the Court on he: 
half of the accused, said that the broad issue 
was whether thé Court was satisfied with the 
identification of these two men by three of the 
witnesses who gave evidence. Were they éatis- 
fied beyond reasonable doubt that there was any 
mistake “in that identification by petsons who 
had never come into association with them 
befote? Counsel submitted that the Conrt 
could not rely on the descriptions or idéntifi- 
cations which had been given by Crown wits 
nesses, and, in support of that submission, 
pointed to different descriptions given in the 
evidence. 

Prosecuting counsel, in his address, mentioned 
that the witnesses for the Crown had exceptiony! 
opportunities of seeing what óiéuéied, and 
though they saw what occurred from different 
points of view or different angles, the out- 
standing feature was that they all agreed in 
picking out the accused as being soihe of the 
persons connected with the tragedies. 

The Judge-Advocate having summed up, the 
Court cata. 

The Court re-opened after an hour's delibera- 
fion. 

The Judge-Advocate snnounced that the Court 
found the aceused not guilty of the alternative 
charge of manslaughter. 

When asked if they had anything to say, 
both prisoners declared that they were innocent. 

Mr. Lynch said that the acéused men had beet 
a long time in prison. One of them had broken 
down in health. The other man had been if 
prison for nearly two years. One would imagine 
that amongst the Orangemen and Protestants 
in Armagh two Catholics might legitimately be 
tried by the Crown. It was terrible that when 
these two Catholic peasants were brought to be 
tried by jurors in Armagh, they were not left 
there. Counsel had conducted that case in a 
way they would not have conducted it if it was 
not perfectly obvious to everybody that they 
believed in the innocence of their clients.

It makes those who cannot be 
soldiers enderé eold and hunger and hardship 
that would kill those of another race. Often 
it makes the impossible to be done.

DULL STOCKS. 
INVESTMENT MARKET HIT BY TIGHTNESS 
OF MONEY. 


(PROM THE FINANCIAL NEWS OF . TO-DAY.) 
From the point of view both Of the amount 
of business done and the general course of 
markets, the day yesterday on the Stock Ex- 
change was a disappointing one. In so far as 
the Investment group was concerned this was 
undoubtedly due to the tightness of money, 
which owing to the usual heavy demand at the 
end of the present quarter is not likely to be 
relieved until after the end of the month. The 
general dulness was further accentuated about 
midday, when it became known that the anti- 
cipated succéss of the Liverpool and Birming- 
ham £6,500,000 Loan had not materialised, and 
that underwriters had been left with 74 p.c. 
This practical 
demonstration of the fact that the general 
ublic is not unduly anticipating the expected 
all in the Bank rate, oe has not yet been 
educated up to the idea of cheaper money, 
caused a genera) reactionary soutosial, ar- 
ticularly upon the Gilt-edged group, which 
after opening firm stood generally lower upon 
balance at the close. 


LONDON STOCKS IDLE. 


On the London Stock Exchange the week did 
not open very brightly, though dulness was 
nowhere very pronounced. Business was some- 
what slack, and Gilt-edged Securities were in- 
fluenced by the failure of the last Municipal 
Loan, in which underwriters will have to take 
up about 74 p.c. The speculative sections were 
adversely affected by the imminence of the 
holidays. Exceptionally Russian Securities of 
various descriptions were sharply advenced. A 
few sales have been made of the 5 p.c. War 
Loan, which was weak at 868. Consols were 
lower at 473. Victory Bonds were unchanged 
at 774, and Funding Loan was dull at 71j. 
Some of the National War Bond Fives were 
lower. Local Loans were 4 higher at 52}. 

French Fours rallied to 334, but the Fives 
were unchanged at 414. The New Bonds, it 
may be mentioned, are ready in exchange for 
the Old Bonds, upon which the coupons have 
become exhausted. — Russians were firmer, the 
Fives having gone up to 15}, while some of the 
Russian Railway Guaranteed Bonds were also 
harder. Chimese of 1896 rose 4} to 83, and 
Egyptian Unified were supported, rising to 63. 
German Threes recovered to 61. Some of the 
Argentine Loans were better, as were Chilian 
Bonds. Belgian Threes were good at 57. 
Peruvian Debs. rose to 79. 

There was no great alteration in Home Rails, 
but the tendency was reactionary, North- 
Eastern. further hardened to 74, but the other 
Heavies gave way--Great Westerns to 68, 
“ Middies ” to 44, and North-Westerns to 69.
